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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 


Work  on  the  sewering  of  the  village  of  Longnor  which  was 
commenced  in  October,  1963  proceeded  satisfactorily,  and  at  the 
end  of  the  year  all  the  main  laying  had  been  completed  and  work 
was  proceeding  on  the  construction  of  the  treatment  works  and 
pumping  station. 


CONVERSION  OF  PRIVIES  TO  WATER  CLOSETS 

The  Council  makes  contributions  to  property  owners  desirous 
of  converting  their  toilets  into  water  closets,  the  contribution 
being  up  to  half  the  cost  of  the  work  with  a  maximum  of  £20. 
During  the  year  6  applications  were  approved,  the  Council’s  total 
contribution  for  these  being  £120. 

Further  to  the  above  under  the  Improvement  Grant  conditions, 
43  W.C.'s  were  installed  as  part  of  the  improvements. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

Refuse  and  nightsoil  is  collected  in  every  parish  in  the  district 
by  direct  labour,  five  vehicles  and  fourteen  men  being  employed 
for  this  purpose.  With  the  pending  boundary  changes  which  become 
effective  from  1st  April,  1965  the  question  of  manpower  and 
vehicles  is  to  be  reviewed  and  thought  will  soon  have  to  be 
given  to  replacing  some  of  the  older  vehicles  (7  cu.  yard  side- 
loaders)  with  vehicles  of  a  more  modern  type  and  of  larger 
carrying  capacity.. 

The  tip  at  Stockton  Brook  continued  to  receive  the  bulk  of 
i he  household  refuse  but  as  the  life  of  this  tip  is  now  nearing 
its  close,  alternative  sites  have  been  investigated  as  a  replacement. 
A  suitable  site  was  eventually  found  at  Houghwood  Bottom  Farm, 
Stockton  Brook  and  an  application  for  planning  permission  in 
respect  of  this  site  was  made  in  November,  permission  for  which 
has  since  been  granted.
